Mr. Heavysege Spoke Before 
Radio Association 

•Mr! Heavysege, nt yosiciilay's meet, 
ing of the Uadio Association, poinl«i] 
out thai .sliort .«^o^aro not new; they 
were used by HortS^m ' the latter pait 
of the nineteenth century and as early 
lis 1912 .Mr. lleiM-ysegc .ind a few 
other .>.\per:monlern had expcrlinonlod 
"11 a. wave length of ,iiO metres, lierc 
111 Montrejil. 

Today. .-Iiort w.i.vcii are used by 
iimateiir ami commcroinl stations. The 
available wave bands are the 5 metre 
■band which is practically usoles.ii cjui' 
to the fact that intcffcvcnco from auto 
Ignition systcijis is loo great. The 
twenty metro band is good in day- 
light but poor at night, while tiJie 40 
metre bund is ideal, it |h good during 
the lUiy and goo'll In I.I,io evening. 

.Mr. Heavysege ' then turned to a 
considération of the trn.iismittcr. He 
sl:ited that ninety per ncni of trans- 
niltllng stations use the Hartley 
Tiiinsinilling Cirniilt. This ' circuit 
has pro\en Itself to be Ihe most 
tloslrable as an all round transmitter. 

The. reeeivci- that, serres the purpose 
best In the Helnavtz roeeivor which 
Is very effl.nlent uii short w.ivcs; it 
will oscillate on wave Iciigtlis as low 
as i or .5 ini'i res . 

.Sevcr.il good pointers were given 
by the speaker on the building of both 
the transmitter and receiver. He also 
.showed how nn efficient plate voltage 
supply can lie had. 

In closing Mr. Hca.vyscpe pointcil 
out that during the l.'isl month re. 
cptlon on 200 10 600 metres has been 
very poor; it is claimed that this is 
due to sun .spots, Ini: reception on 
short and long waves wa.« very good 
during the period, lie brought this 
problem forw.ard its one which the 
Association might try ;ind solve, and 
assured the member.'* that he would 
willingly assi.st them iir experhnental 
icscardli work.

In ihe com-fio of a few rGmiiyks before the Historical Club 
on Tuesday evening, Sir Arthur Curric .stressed tiic necessity 
of having more college men with adequate training go into pub- 
lic life. 

Sir Arthur's remark."; intimated the making of statesmen — 
men like, the late Lord Grey — not mere politicians. It is one 
of his greatest aims, lie .<:iid to create at McGill two or three 
chair,* in the .enirlnate .school to be filled by capable men whose 
sole function would be the thorough training of young men to 
worthily govern our country. 

The {rn'ii'.et^t .•itatc.'imen are not altogether made — Sir Arthur 
did not moan that — thtiy are born. But it is quite certain that 
higher training and requirements will make better rulers than 
we have liad in the pa.^i. 

Fir.st of all two Ihiiigs are necessary: a means of selecting 
the right type of man for politics, and a means of making politics 
attractive to the right type of man. Too often the wrong type 
is attracted to public life's .social and material privileges which 
are so easily abused, while the l igltt type considers its abuse and 
inevitable '■mud-slinging''- beneath his dignity and pride. 

He .--. '-r '":iy .sea of petty corruption ai)ove which he thinks 
the Lto and mo.st honourable man cannot rise. Politics does 
r.ot w^int .small men, weak men, climbers, and office-seekers; 
rather -SI ro'.;ij men. 'lig men. leaders and men of vision who pre- 
fera|:)ly iiaVt ouvsido income. To this latter type politics must 
bccotn'é attrHc-iiV". 

?. !;roa i ui:i'. er.-ii.v training is but half the requirement 
of a .stavcsnian. Jit' slKiuld enter business life and there learn the 
iractical side of ^liis college theory. A fine balance between

A RAINDROP 

"The humble raindrop, coni- 
tnon a feature of our livfs and more 
mien grumbled at than admlrod, is 
in reality an Aladdin's cave of won- 
cJer," writes Mr. Willi.Tm H. Pick. 
ti.Sc, r.it.A.H., etc., in the Glas- 
gow HwaJd. 

"In the first place, it is exceed- 
ingly curiously lusnioned : no raln- 
tlTOp is Simply water and nothing 
!elsc.. Right at itb heurt there lies 
à tiny spock of foreign matter, very 
t'ny indeed, but a necessity for it« 
\ory existence. The fact Is that the 
1-a.lndrop is formed In 'he atmo- 
sphère by condensation of water 
vapour; but it is scientifically true 
that no water val'OtJr under atmo- 
spheric conditions will condonsc un- 
less there is present something 
around which it can cline. 

"Moreover, the water vapour is 
lrt«tidious in its choisc of this kernel 
or nucleus. It demandts that that 
rnK-lcUB shall be made of a special 
t.v'pc of substances, of those aub- 
slances, in fact, that arc termed 
■hygrosuoplc,'' meaning that they 
"have a natural atfinity for water, 
•j'hc atmosphere ij!, however, amply 
provided with )>arliclca of thut sort." 

"A second strange fact about 
raiuarops, • mr. I'lck «taie» jaior, 

"Is that their Blzc is suriotly limited. 
Xo raindj^wgj^Aavlng a, diameter 
greater than Just over onfc-fltth of an 
inch can fall to the f,TOund. This 
result foUowji dti'ontly from the 
mcchanisra of its forma>tion in the 
atmosphere, a. incchaniam o£ which 
the details arc too complicated to be 
given here, 

aut pernapB a. greater wonder 
emerges when a raindrop Is split into 
two, tor the mere act of t-pUttlng 
.catjeew the rohulting droplets to gain 
a pOalUvc charge of olcot-rltlty and 
the ;Ur in the nelfc'libourbood to gaJn 
a negative charge. Under Certain 
tumultuous conditions In the atmo- 
sphere raindrops falling or suspend- 
ed undergo wplitllng, co;igulat.ioii 
trlth other droplets, rc-spllttlng, and 
«0 On over and over again. J2ach new 
spilt Is aocompanicd by the produc- 
tion of the electric charges. 

•'XtBjaiflne, then, a- multitude of 
drops undergo.lnB theso splittluga 
and re'WlittinK, and It will be seen 
t^at,.alt|,<,u^n,;v|h^^ 



total electric charges will soon be- 
come vcrj- great, great enough to 
produce the awe-inspiring effects of 
lightning and thunder, for such, 
Indeed, is the way that it Is now 
generally held these effects arc pro- 
aucea. -jno numble raindrow is, in 
truth, H magician." 

Mr. Pick concluded an interesting 
article by describing how raindrops 
arc vitally concerned in the making 
of rainbows. "Theso bows," he 
"to s«?reiiely ch.jrminp, art- 
formed as a res-ult of the power that 
raindrops have of splitting the white 
ll«rht of the suu into its constituent 
colours,"'
